(For  some  years  follov/ing  their  marriage  Richard  and  Candace  resid¬ 
ed  in  Rehoboth  and  Dighton,  Massachusetts,  and  during  that  tLme  the  eight  older 
children  were  bom,  previous  to  1798,  they  removed  to  Sudbury,  Vermont, ^whe re 
the  four  younger  children  v/ere  bom.  In  compiling  his  Pearce  Genealogy,  Col. 
Pierce  found  the  record  of  the  eight  children  bom.  before  the  removal  to 
Vermont  and  they  are  listed  in  both  his  Genealogy  and  in  the  Richard  Pearse 
family  Bible,  He  evidently  did  not  find  the  record  of  the  four  children  oom 
after^he  removal  to  Vermont.  These  are  listed  in  the  Pearse  family  records, 
but  not  in  Col.  Pierce’s  Genealogy.
